Members of SOCA 
were left frustrated by the 
decision. They had hoped 
to renovate the Theatre 
Royal and provide a 
venue similar to Chapter 
Arts in Cardiff. 

The chairman, Bob 
Armstrong, said: “We are 
very disappointed in the 
council, but we were 
expecting it. It had been 
intimated to us that it 
would go through. 

“The people on the 
council don’t have any 
foresight in terms of the 
future of the town. 

“They are acting in a 
partnership with Hafod 
and the Welsh Assembly

THE consortium behind 
the £250m Waterfront 
development has agreed 
to allow the Vale 
Council to have vehicle 
access across part of its 
site during peak traffic 
periods.

The consortium is 
also allowing ‘The 
Quays ’ development land 
to be used as an alterna¬ 
tive exit from Barry 
Island during busy peri¬ 
ods. 

Consortium 
spokesman Richard 
Keogh said: “We are 
pleased to be able to 
reach an agreement with

supervision of the coun¬

As part of the plans, 
Hafod Care will provide 
new facilities, such as a 
hairdresser, laundrette 
and cafe. 

The managing director 
of Hafod Care, Robert 
Wathen, said he wel¬ 
comed the council’s deci¬ 
sion. 

“We are very pleased 


to have been granted 
planning permission for 
this facility, as it will be a 
real asset to the town. 

“We look forward to 
breathing new life into 
this redundant site by 
developing a first class 
landmark facility. 

“We received signifi¬ 
cant interest in the 
scheme before planning 
was granted, and so 
expect accommodation in 
the development to be in 
high demand.” 

Hafod anticipates 
starting work on the site 
towards the end of this 
year, and aims to com¬ 
plete the scheme by 2013.

‘Do local residents 
know what LDP really 
means for the Vale?’ 


W E are a recently- 
formed group of 
Barry residents 
who share some of Mr 
Chris Franks’ concerns 
regarding the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council’s pro¬ 
posed Local Development 
Plan (LDP) and the more 
than 300 candidate sites 
submitted within the coun¬ 
ty as a whole. 

‘Highlight Organisation to 
Protect our Environment’ has no 
political affiliation and only 
intends to inform, not scaremon¬ 
ger. 

We are fully aware that not all 
of these sites will feature in the 
final document but would like to 
take this opportunity to pick up 
on Councillor James’ comments 
in The GEM. 

He refers to these documents 
as being in the public domain for 
nearly three years, but we would 
argue that the public have not 
particularly been made aware that 


they exist. Being in the public 
domain and being public knowl¬ 
edge are quire clearly two dis¬ 
tinctly different things. 

We would wager that most of 
your readers would not have been 
aware of them until recent poten¬ 
tial housing developments came 
to light, and Mr Franks’ com¬ 
ments were carried in The GEM 

At one meeting recently, there 
wasn’t a single person present 
who was even aware that public 
consultation had already taken 
place on the LDP. 

Could Coun James explain 
what form this took, what the 
outcomes are, and when the next 
consultation period starts? 

Also, why isn’t the wider pub¬ 
lic being made more aware of the 
due process taking place to create 
the new LDP? 

There are a lot of people that 
don’t even know what LDP is an 
abbreviation for, never mind what 
the consequences of it could be 
for them. 

One of our aims is to make 
people more aware of exactly 


what it will mean and how it 
could affect our communities and 
environment. 

The Welsh Assembly 
Government suggests that there is 
a need for at least 7,500 homes to 
be built within the Vale. 

We understand that the council 
would prefer that this housing 
development takes place within 
Barry, although there are no cur¬ 
rent proposals that we are aware 
of for improving the roads into 
and through the town. 

We have 67 houses being built 
by Taylor Wimpey adjacent to 
Pencoedtre Woods and, across the 
road, the new crematorium is due 
to open in October this year. 

We shan’t know for sure until 
then what affect these two 
‘minor’ developments will have 
on the already heavily congested 
Port Road - but we are less than 
optimistic.

waste incinerator in 
Cadoxton, it 
appears that the 
company accepted 
the wider environ¬ 
mental implications 
that FoE pressed 
them to answer. 

We pointed out that 
Prosiect Gwyrdd is 
claiming C02 emissions 
from waste burning is 
‘industrial’, even though 
projects don’t meet mini¬ 
mum levels for efficient 
recovery of energy. 

The waste company 
WRG’s press statements 
on ‘benefits for sustain¬ 
ability’ rely on giving 
responsibility for the 200 
000 tonnes of C02 pa to 
Dow Coming. 

This makes out that 
waste-incinerator elec¬ 
tricity is ‘low carbon’, 
whereas in tmth it is 
very high carbon, 50 per 
cent or so above 
Aberthaw’s (900 kg per 
megawatt-hour). 

It’s not only a hidden 
cost of about £0.6 mil¬ 
lion pa and problems of 
toxic ash up to 70,000 
tonnes pa, but also sig¬ 
nificant worsening of 


Dow Coming’s environ¬ 
mental statistics. 

FoE’s anti-incinera¬ 
tion arguments did win 
support from local MP 
Alun Cairns and from 
Labour and Plaid Cymm 
councillors. UKIP are 
using our material in an 
election leaflet, but did 
not participate even in 
the public inquiry. 

Nor did Plaid’s Ian 
Johnson, whose equivo¬ 
cal statements (GEM 
April 14) echo those of 
the Plaid leadership’s 
supporting of Prosiect 
Gwyrdd in Cardiff and 
Caerphilly. 

That 5-council plan 
for municipal waste is 
not commercial, but 
dependent on £9 million 
pa public subsidy and 
‘predominantly’ or whol¬ 
ly private finance (PEI) 
pricing with a huge rake- 
off to the banks. 

The issue is not 
whether privatising 
waste disposal would be 
effective and efficient, as 
Ian Johnson says, but the 
council’s decision to 
limit recycling to 65 per 
cent, and take on a 25- 
year contract for costly 
and inflexible incinera¬ 
tion technology.

Island spending must

T he GEM’S 

recent article 
entitled ‘As

For many years, there 
has been a constant 
stream of projects that 
have focused on trying 
to attract tourists to 
Barry Island. 

There seems to be 
unwillingness by both 
the council and some 
council taxpayers to 
accept that the Island 
may never even be eco¬ 
nomically self-sustaining 
as a tourist destination, 
let alone be an income¬ 
generating asset for the 
area. 

The tourist parts of it 
bear more than a passing 
resemblance to the after¬ 


math of a civil war: 
barbed wire and metal 
spike fencing left over 
from the Butlins camp; 
the rubble-strewn 
remains of the old 
Butlins camp itself; the 
dilapidated toilet block; 
and the bricked-up old 
shops on Nells Point. 

If there is a proven 
case for Barry Island as 
a tourist destination 
going forward, then why 
are these often long 
standing issues allowed 
to endure? 

We should not support 
the continued spending 
of significant money to 
either support a very 
small community of 
traders who work from 
Barry Island or to foster 
the notion that the island 
can be returned to an 
(almost mythical) place 
of attraction to visitors 
and inhabitants alike - 
unless that spending also 
provides a provable net 
benefit to the local tax¬ 
payer.

‘ Scaremongering’ 
over Dinas Powys?

ITHIN the 
last two 
weeks, I 
have become aware 
of a very concern¬

ment at a future date. 

This is part of the 
medium to long-term 
planning that is being 
undertaken throughout 
the Vale. 

Furthermore, there is 
no plan, or will there be 
any plan, to build houses 
on all 400 acres, and nei¬ 
ther is there any proposal 
to build on any of the 
land in the immediate 
future. 

So I am now left won¬ 
dering two things:

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‘Zero tolerance’ policy 
on alcohol is enforced 
by police on the Island

A large amount of alcohol was seized by 
Barry police over the weekend of April 9- 
10 - to enforce the tourist part of the 
Island as a ‘no drink’ area. 

In recent years, the authorities have worked hard 
to project a family-friendly image of the resort and 
the message to day-trippers is “you can enjoy a day 
at Whitmore Bay or at the Pleasure Park, but you 
can’t bring alcohol”. 

Police say that Operation Oasis resulted in the 
seizure of a large amount of alcohol, and that they 
are adopting a ‘zero tolerance’ approach so that fam¬ 
ilies visiting the seaside can enjoy the day in peace. 

Barry Neighbourhood Sergeant Matthew 
Rowlands said: “A police officer or a police commu¬ 
nity support officer has the power to confiscate and 
dispose of alcohol being consumed within any of the 
drinking exclusion zones in the Vale. 

“If someone fails to comply with a request given 
by a police officer a fixed penalty notice of £50 can 
be issued and an anti social behaviour referral sub¬ 
mitted.” 

He emphasised that penalties can be even higher. 

“Police officers also have the power to arrest and 
charge, and report for summons where the penalty

can be increased to £500. 

“Because Barry Island is a designated alcohol 
exclusion zone and a family resort, officers have 
been working in partnership with British Transport 
Police to confiscate alcohol from anyone found to be 
in possession of it.” 

Sergeant Rowlands added: “Day one of the oper¬ 
ation saw a substantial amount of alcohol seized and 
destroyed by police.” 

The police have promised that high visibility 
patrols will continue throughout the coming months, 
and will be increased during the holiday periods and 
weekends. 

Traders say the management of the Island by the 
the Vale Council and the police over the last two 
years has contributed to a rise in visitors.

Bro Morgannwg pledged to look 
after his family and train for his 
chosen career so that he could 
achieve his ambition of joining 
the Army by the age of 20. 

After leaving college, he found 
himself unemployed but immedi¬ 
ately went on any course the Job 
Centre had to offer including one 
on site safety to enable him to 
work on a building site. He also 
limited his rugby to avoid an 
injury which might wreck his 
dream. 

Just as his Army join-up date 
came through, Debbie lost her job 
after suffering a brain bleed, lead¬ 
ing to the home being repos¬ 
sessed and the family being made 
homeless. 

Luke started training on 
September 19 last year in north 
Yorkshire and proved to be an 


exemplary student despite worry¬ 
ing about both Debbie’s poor 
health and her having to move 
into a hostel. 

Debbie, who was rehoused in 
December, said: “In this day and 
age when young people are 
branded lazy and disrespectful, 
my son has proved that there are 
those willing to wait and sacrifice 
certain pleasures just to get a job 
which many would run a mile 
from. 

“I was the proudest mother 
there on the day of the passing 
out parade. 

“I know every other mother 
felt the same, but my son told me 
when he was 17 and dropped out 
of college to help me pay some 
bills, that he would join the Army 
by the age of 20.1 am so proud of 
him.”

cillors who have 
campaigned for 
safety on the Barry 
Docks Link Road, 
hope that a traffic 
light system might 
provide a long-term 
solution. 

Over the years, Vale 
Councils of different 
political persuasions 
have made improve¬ 
ments to the road which 
has two junctions mid¬ 
way along it - one, 
Argae Lane, from the 
Dinas Powys side, and a 
second, Coldbrook Road 
East, on the Barry side. 

The accident record in 
the vicinity of the Argae 
Lane and 
Road East junctions, for 
the most recent five-year 
period to December 22 
last year, shows 14 road 
traffic collisions and 26 
casualties resulting from 
them. 

A recent meeting of 
the economy and envi¬ 
ronment scrutiny com¬ 
mittee identified traffic 
signals as a way of pro¬ 
viding extra safety for 
motorists. However, the 
Vale Council will hope 
that funds will be forth¬ 
coming from the Welsh 
Assembly and the East 
Wales Transport 

Alliance. 

If a traffic light sys¬ 
tem does go ahead, coun¬ 
cillors Neil Moore, Anne 
Moore and Ered Johnson 
will be relieved that a 
local road with a reputa¬ 
tion for danger has been 
dealt with. 

There have been con¬ 
cerns about safety on the 
link road for more than a 


decade and Coun Neil 
Moore, who once served 
as ‘chair of highways’ 
and had carriageways 
changed at the round¬ 
abouts at Port Road and 
McDonalds, explained: 
“At the time, although I 
had worries about the 
safety of the road in gen¬ 
eral, I was concerned 
that the road layout was 
too dangerous. Since 
then things have 
improved.” 

However, he pointed 
out that there has been a 
significant increase in 
traffic and that the li nk 
road has continued to be 
a problem at the double 
Coldbrook junction of Coldbrook 
Road East and Argae 
Lane. 

Eellow councillor 
Ered Johnson pointed 
out: “We have worked 
with both highway and 
planning officers to get 
road improvements at 
the junction with 
Coldbrook Road East. 

“We obtained money 
from the developers of 
the housing estates being 
built in Cadoc, and that 
is why the junction on 
Coldbrook Road was 
changed to a ‘no right 
hand turn’ onto the Link 
Road. 

“This was the 
favoured option of high¬ 
way engineers although 
at that time we asked for 
a roundabout; but as 
everyone knows this has 
not been as successful as 
it had been hoped and 
regrettably there have 
continued to be fatalities 
since those alterations 
took place.

In March 2009, after 
another fatality on the 
road, Coun Anne Moore 
requested a report to go 
to a scrutiny committee. 

She recalled: 

“Unfortunately, the night 
before the meeting, there 
was another fatality. This 
obviously concentrated 
the minds of all the 
members and they 
agreed to all of our sug¬ 
gestions for improving 
road safety.” 

Coun Moore, who 
once avoided a collision 
herself with someone 
pulling out of Argae 
Lane onto the main car¬ 
riageway, said: “At the 
meeting, a highways 
officer presented his 
report, along with photo¬ 
graphic evidence of 123 
illegal manoeuvres 
which were taken by a 
surveillance camera over 
approximately a three- 
week period. 

“The evidence before 
us was frightening, as 
this clearly showed 
many incidents of people 
doing ‘U’-turns on this 
very fast stretch of road.” 

The three councillors 
point out that the Docks 
Link Road is not an issue 
confined to one ward, 
but affects people who 
live in other parts of 
Barry, and those from 
Sully and Dinas Powys. 

Other safety measures 
considered by the com¬ 
mittee included high def¬ 
inition CCTV and the 
construction of a police 
observation point. 

Coun Neil Moore also 
requested four other 
measures - a reduction 
in the speed limit to 40 
mph from the Lidl’s 
roundabout to 

McDonald’s roundabout; 
two speed cameras; and 
the possibility of an 
elongated roundabout 
integrating the junctions 
if short term measures 
were not successful. 

However, following 
consultation with the 
police it was decided not 


lay-by or the high defini¬ 
tion camera. Speed cam¬ 
eras have not been intro¬ 
duced because a survey 
in January 2010 indicat¬ 
ed that speed was not an 
issue at the location. 

Now it appears that 
traffic lights are the pre¬ 
ferred solution. 

Coun Anne Moore 
said: “Since the last 
report, speed activation 
signs have been installed 
which has helped. 

“Recently, it has been 
agreed that the best solu¬ 
tion is a set of traffic 
lights, which ironically 
is what we called for at 
the outset. 

“Eunding still has to 
be found to finally make 
this dangerous road safe. 

“So, we now hope that 
funding can be found to 
place traffic lights at the 
junctions, but be assured, 
we will not give up as we 
believe safety has to 
come first and no more 
lives should be lost, no 
matter what it costs.” 

Andrew Loosemore, 
the operational manager 
for highways and engi¬ 
neering at the council, 
explained the steps it is 
currently taking on the 
link road: “We have 
recently been advised 
that a bid for this scheme 
should be progressed 
through the South East 
Wales Transport Alliance 
(SEWTA). 

“A meeting with 
SEWTA Road Safety 
Working Group will take 
place on May 6 and it is 
anticipated that we 
should receive further 
clarification on how this 
scheme will be priori¬ 
tised in line with other 
scheme proposals and 
what WAG policies are 
required to be complied 
with. No other informa¬ 
tion is available at this 
time. 

“Prior to making a 
bid, the proposed traffic 
signal solution needs to 
be reviewed by the coun¬ 
cil's highways and engi¬ 
neering department and a 
more detailed design and 
cost estimate prepared.”

The PI circular serv¬ 
ice, which was operated 
last summer by St 
David’s Travel, was 
introduced on a trial 
basis in mid July 2010 
in time for the school 
summer holidays and 
the Penarth summer fes¬ 
tival. 

A council spokes¬ 
woman said that the 
numbers using the serv¬ 
ice were very encourag¬ 
ing, particularly on dry, 
sunny days. 

A repeat service this 
year was supported by 
both the Vale Council 
and Penarth Town 


Council, and the previ¬ 
ous operator St David’s 
Travel did submit the 
cheapest tender, but the 
company has recently 
lost its licence to oper¬ 
ate. 

The council spokes¬ 
woman said: “The only 
other bus company 
interested in running the 
service put in a cost of 
approximately £250 per 
day. The service was 
operated last year on 
commencement at a 
cost of below £30 per 
day. 

“Unfortunately, at 
this time, neither coun¬ 
cil can afford this addi¬ 
tional sum of money to 
subsidise the service for 
the summer season; 
despite looking at other 
options, including a 
‘weekend-only’ serv¬ 
ice.” 

Coun Jeffrey James, 


the Vale Council cabinet 
member for planning 
and transportation, said: 
“I am most disappointed 
that despite my officers’ 
best efforts, we cannot 
afford to rerun the suc¬ 
cessful PI service this 
summer. 

“There are, however, 
still many public trans¬ 
port options for the resi¬ 
dents of Penarth and the 
many tourists who visit 
the town each year. 

“Supported bus serv¬ 
ice 89, operated under 
contract by First Cymru 
Buses Limited, provides 
links between Penarth 
Marina, the town centre 
and other parts of 
Penarth.” 

The leader of Penarth 
Town Council, Coun 
John Fraser, also 


expressed his disap¬ 
pointment: “Both coun¬ 
cils have looked at 
every available option 
to rerun the PI again 
this year but the escala¬ 
tion in costs has been 
dramatic and personal¬ 
ly, I believe to be out of 
the reach of Penarth 
Town Council. 

“I know that the serv¬ 
ice was welcomed last 
year and many residents 
and visitors were look¬ 
ing forward to using the 
service again this year. 

“However, I have 
asked for a report to be 
presented to the council 
meeting on Thursday, 
April 21, at which the 
increased price will be 
considered and, if nec¬ 
essary, other options 
will be discussed”

“I am also extremely 
pleased that the previous 
post holders have indi¬ 
cated that they are in a 
position to patrol these 
sites next term.” 

Coun Jeffrey James, 
cabinet member for plan¬ 
ning and transportation, 
added: “It’s critical that 
these sites are patrolled, 
pending the review that 
will be undertaken, and 
I’m very pleased that 
they will continue to be 
staffed. 

“The council’s posi¬ 
tion has not changed on 
this issue. 

“We have always said 
that the sites would be 
staffed next term and this 
remains the case.”

Fight will go on 
against fracking 


CAMPAIGNERS against a 
controversial plan to drill for 
shale gas, are planning to con¬ 
tinue their fight against the 
process of ‘fracking’ - and 
link up with campaigners 
around the UK. 

The application by Coastal Oil 
and Gas to do exploratory drilling 
at Llandow was withdrawn last 
week (as was reported in The 
GEM) but the company has said 
that it will be submitted again in 
the near future. 

Louise Evans of ‘The Vale Says 
No’ campaign told The GEM that 
the fight will continue. 

She said: “Nothing the compa¬ 
ny said at the recent Cowbridge 
public meeting reassured me. 

“In fact, the more I learn about 
the techniques involved in ‘frack¬ 
ing’, the more I want to make sure 
that it is banned throughout the 
UK.” 

She said that the group will be 
linking up with other groups to 
pursue this campaign wherever 
fracking was suggested. 

The group has called for a 
(moratorium on fracking, and has

been supported in this call by 
Alun Cairns MP and Jane Hutt. 

At that public meeting, con¬ 
cerns about the future water sup¬ 
ply for Cowbridge were raised by 
local resident Dr Chris Pearce. 

Mr Pearce quoted from a letter 
sent out to by Dwr Cymru Welsh 
Water in 1996, announcing the 
“mothballing” of a local borehall 
into an aquifer, in favour of a new 
supply from the Llyn Brianne 
Reservoir in the Towy Valley. 

However, the letter had said 
that the borehole could be 
brought back into use in an emer¬ 
gency, and Dr Pearce raised his 
concerns that contamination could 
occur in the fracking process. 

Jane Hutt welcomed the news 
that Coastal Oil and Gas has since 
withdrawn its application. 

She said: This is a victory for 
the ‘Vale Says No’ campaign 
which was set up a few weeks ago 
to oppose the drilling for gas in 
Llandow. 

“We must be vigilant now to 
oppose any further applications 
for this test drilling in the Vale.” . 
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Airport looks 
on the bright 
side as bmibahy 
flies away! 


CARDIFF Airport 
was looking on the 
bright side last 
week, when news 
came that the low- 
cost airline bmiba- 
by was pulling out. 

The airline currently 
flies to 10 European des¬ 
tinations from Cardiff, 
and this will cease at the 
end of the summer. 

However, in a state¬ 
ment the airport pointed 
out that bmibahy had 
seen its passenger num¬ 
bers in Cardiff fall, from 
34 per cent of total pas¬ 
sengers in 2006/07, to 
less than 14 per cent in 
2011 . 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Cardiff Airport is disap¬ 
pointed, albeit unsur¬ 
prised, at bmibahy’s 
decision to withdraw 
from Wales altogether. 

“The airline has also 
announced it is with¬ 
drawing from 

Manchester Airport. 

“Since 2002, both 
Cardiff Airport and the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government have pro¬ 
vided significant support 
for bmibahy to operate in 
Wales as the nation’s low 
cost carrier - only to see 
this announcement. 

“It is regrettable that 
bmibahy has cited the 
economic climate as its 
reasons for withdrawing 
both in Manchester and 
Cardiff, as both regions 
have demonstrated

strong economic 

prospects. 

“Cardiff Airport looks 
forward to working with 
other airlines and other 
partners in order to facil¬ 
itate increased opportuni¬ 
ties going forward. 

“Last month saw the 
start of the Helvetic 
Airways four-weekly 
service to Zurich, 
achieved through a joint 
partnership approach.” 

The managing director 
of Cardiff Airport, 
Patrick Duffy, was 
reported as saying that 
the departure of bmibahy 
“cleared the decks” for 
existing airlines to 
expand, or for a new one 
to operate from Cardiff. 

The Labour candidate 
for the Vale in the 
Assembly elections, Jane 
Hutt, said: “It is very sad 
that bmibahy is leaving 
Cardiff Airport. Although 
they had run-down their 
presence and scheduled 
flights at Cardiff over the 
past couple of years they 
will be a loss - both in 
terms of services for cus¬ 
tomers in south Wales 
and in revenue for the 
airport. 

“It is essential that one 
or more new operators 
are secured and I’m cer¬ 
tain that the new 
Assembly Government 
will be working closely 
with Abertis - the air¬ 


port’s owners - to 
enhance the number of 
routes to and from 
Cardiff.” 

The Conservative 
Assembly candidate for 
the Vale, Angela Jones- 
Evans, said that her party 
had made a manifesto 
pledge to seek to estab¬ 
lish a direct air link 
between Wales and North 
America. 

She said: “As US 
companies remain the 
biggest group of inward 
investors in the south 
Wales economy, there 
could well be a case 
made for such a route. 

“Given the importance 
of an international airport 
to the Vale economy, the 
attraction and retention 
of foreign direct 
investors, as well as the 
development of tourism, 
I would make it a priority 
to work with Cardiff 
Ai^ort as well as organi¬ 
sations such as Cardiff & 
Co and the airlines to 
secure such air routes at 
the earliest possible 
opportunity.” 

The Plaid Cymru can¬ 
didate, Dr Ian Johnson, 
said: “The biggest con¬ 
cern for us locally must 
be the jobs of people 
working at Cardiff 
Airport. I hope the man¬ 
agement there are pulling 
out all the stops to find 
replacement flights and 
routes that will offer air¬ 
port users value for 
money and a range of 
flights.”

Medal (MSM) was 
instituted in 
December 1845.

The 
medal was made of 
silver. The obverse 
showed an effigy of 
the monarch and 


the reverse a 
crowned laurel 
wreath inscribed 
‘For meritorium 
service’. 

Originally intended 
as a reward for distin¬ 
guished or meritorious 
service, in January 1917 
this was extended to 
include individual acts 
of gallantry not in the 
presence of the enemy. 

January 1917 saw the 
award of a Meritorious 
Service Medal to 
Company Quartermaster 
Sergeant Thomas J 
Rees, formerly of 135 
Gladstone Road, Barry, 
who prior to enlistment 
had been a journalist on 
a local newspaper. He 
won his award for ‘con¬ 
spicuous bravery’. 

Sergeant Idris David 
(seated in the accompa¬ 
nying photograph, right) 
won the MSM for his 
work with the Royal 
Army Medical Corps at 
a casualty clearing sta¬ 


tion on the Somme in 
1916. He went without 
sleep for three days and 
nights, tending the 
wounded of that great 
battle. After the war, he 
set up in business as a 
pharmacist in High 
Street, Barry. 

At St Mary’s Hall, 
Barry Docks in 
February 1918, during a 
meeting at which 
Lieutenant-Colonel Sir 
Arthur Griffith- 
Boscawen, MP 
addressed a gathering of 
discharged soldiers and 
sailors. Sapper T 
Cosher, Royal 
Monmouthshire Royal 
Engineers, whose home 
was at 11 Henry Street, 
Cadoxton, Barry, was 
decorated with the 
Meritorious Service 
Medal. 

Sir Arthur explained, 
in making the presenta¬ 
tion, that Sapper Cosher 
won the distinction at 
Rouen, on March 9, 
1915. Two trains, one 
containing officers and 
the other men, were 
standing stationary near 
an ammunition dump of 
2,000 tons of shells, 
when the latter began to 
explode. He, being an 
engine driver, volun¬ 
teered and brought both 
trains safely out of dan¬ 
ger. Sapper Cosher was 
one of the first National 
Reserve men to be 
called at the commence-

Sergeant Major T J 
Huxter of the Royal Air 
Force in Palestine, who 
was mentioned in 
General Murray’s dis¬ 
patches, was awarded 
the Meritorious Service 
Medal in May, 1918. 
When an apprentice at 
the Barry Railway 
Locomotive Works, he 
joined the Royal Field 
Artillery at the com¬ 
mencement of the War, 
aged only 18. He was 
subsequently transferred 
to the Royal Flying

Corps, and sent to 
Egypt in 1915, being 
promoted to the charge 
of one of the aeroplane 
depots in Cairo, as tech¬ 
nical sergeant major. 

He was the son of Mr 
and Mrs R Huxter, of 
17 Guthrie Street, Barry 
Dock. 

Sergeant Edgar H 
Young (Headquarters 
Staff), 119th Army 
Brigade, Royal Field 
Artillery, eldest son of 
Mrs H Young, 27 St 
Nicholas Road, Barry, 
who went to France 
soon after the beginning 
of hostilities, was 
awarded the Meritorious 
Service Medal in June 
1918. Edgar Young was 


formerly on the editorial 
staff of the ‘Western 
Mail’ at Cardiff. 

Sergeant Gwylim 
Jenkins, Welsh 
Regiment, was also 
awarded the MSM. He 
was the son of Mr 
Edward Jenkins, Biglis 
Farm, Cadoxton and 
had enlisted in 1914.

W E write in 
response 
to Clare 

Curtis’ letter in The 
GEM on April 14. 

The report presented 
to scrutiny committee 
(economy and environ¬ 
ment) on April 5 dealt 
with, amongst other 
issues, the gritting of 
roads in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

It set out the criteria 
used when deciding 
whether any additional 
roads should be added to 
the gritting schedule. 

Currently, 43 per cent 
of the highway network 
is treated. Whilst no 
guidance has been given 


by the Wales Audit 
Office, the English Audit 
Office recommends that 
highway authorities 
should routinely treat 
between 25 per cent and 
38 per cent of roads. 

It is not, however, 
possible to treat all 
roads. Estate and other 
minor roads without an 
appreciable gradient are 
generally not treated. 

It is also not possible 
to treat all bus routes. 

During the cold spell, 
and in particular 
between December 17- 
28, 2010, we spoke to 
officers about the provi¬ 
sion of grit bins and also 
made requests for certain 
roads in Dyfan ward to 


be treated. 

The issue, however, 
has to be looked at 
strategically, and is 
dependent on available 
workforce, equipment 
and the availability of 
salt. 

On April 5, committee 
was informed that the 
winter maintenance 
budget had been over¬ 
spent by £300,000. 

Clearly, the financial 
position also has to be 
considered. 

No decision has yet 
been taken as to whether 
or not there will be any 
changes to the schedule 
for 2011/12. The deci¬ 
sion will be made by 
officers in consultation 


with the cabinet member 
for visible and building 
services. 

Clare Curtis should be 
aware of this as her hus¬ 
band, Coun Rob Curtis, 
was, of course, the cabi¬ 
net member for visible 
and building services 
between 2006 and 2008. 

We will continue to 
actively press for 
Meggitt Road and 
Winston Road to be 
included in the schedule 
for 2011/12 and will 
keep residents informed 
as to progress.

Fourth outing of this horror franchise 
is certainly nothing to Scream about! 


W: 


HAT’S your 
favourite 
scary 

movie” - was spoken 
at the start of 1996’s 
Scream, it marked a 
watershed in the hor¬ 


ror genre. 

Taking a gentle poke 
at the conventions of 
the horror film, while 
similarly creating a 
whole new set of scares, 
the franchise delivered 
two sequels, the second 
living up to the first, 
while the third followed 
the traditional law of 
diminishing returns. 

So it is all the more 
surprising that 11 years 
later, the fourth Scream 
movie hits cinemas. 


Reuniting the original’s 
director, Wes Craven, 
and writer, Kevin 
Williamson, 10 years 
have passed since the 
murders, and Sidney 
Prescott (Neve 
Campbell), returns to 
the town of Woodsboro 
to promote her new 
book. 

However, Sidney’s 
return soon sees a spate 
of murders that draw in 
cast members old and 
new (including 
Courtney Cox, David 
Arquette, Emma 
Roberts and Hayden 
Panettiere)... 

As knowing as the 
original Scream was, its 
impact has diluted in 
the past decade with the 


horror genre falling into 
a grisly phase with the 
likes of Hostel and the 
Saw films. 

So its reappearance 
was seemingly a state¬ 
ment of intent from Wes 
Craven and Kevin 
Williamson that no mat¬ 
ter how much gore and 
shock value a film may 
have, it can’t beat the 
slasher template for 
jumps and scares. 

It is a statement that 
rings hollows based on 
the evidence here, as 
Scream 4 is an all-too 
perfunctory retread of 
past glories, and though 
it seems in part it is the 
intention to parody 
itself, the end result just 
doesn’t cut it (excuse 


the pun). 

That both Craven and 
Williamson were 
involved is a testament 
to the fact that they felt 
this was ground worth 
revisiting, and while 
Williamson’s script 
bristles with digs at the 
way horror films have 
gone over the past 
decade, and knowing 
winks at the way genre 
rules have changed as a 
result, it all too often 
feels like an update of 
the original, rather than 
a film in its own right. 

Craven is well at 
home with post-mod¬ 
ernism, having also 
helmed the return of 
Freddie Krueger from 
sequel-hell in New 


Nightmare, a film that 
similarly took digs at 
the genre that fed it. 
While he obviously 
directs with a relish for 
bloodletting, there are 
very few real jumps and 
scares, the murders feel¬ 
ing too built-up and 
lacking any punch. 

The cast, like any 
slasher film, are there 
more for looks than act¬ 
ing performances, but 
the returning triumvirate 
of Neve Campbell, 
Courtney Cox and 
David Arquette all fit 
back into their roles 
with aplomb, albeit with 
10 years of baggage. 

Meanwhile, the likes 
of Emma Roberts, 
Hayden Panettiere, Eric 


Knudsen and Rory 
Culkin all make for 
solid bait for the ghost- 
face killer, whose men¬ 
ace can’t disguise his 
WWE-style ability to 
absorb pain!. 

However, the decent 
performances can’t sal¬ 
vage a film that, while 
clever in deconstructing 
the world of the horror 
movie, doesn’t make for 
a good scary movie. 

Perhaps Kevin 
Williamson intended the 
film to be like this, but 
too much winking and 
not enough imaginative 
slashing makes for a 
dull horror film, some¬ 
thing exacerbated by 
Wes Craven’s inability 
to bring anything fresh 


to the table. 

While not disgracing 
the franchise (that hon¬ 
our going to Scream 3), 
it is a rather limp return 
and Scream 4 fails to 
leave you wanting 
more. 

VERDICT-A poor 
outing all round. 

Scream 4 might make 
some salient points 
about the status of the 
horror genre in today’s 
Hollywood, but fails to 
scare up much in the 
way of jumps. 

Kevin Williamson’s 
script seems more con¬ 
cerned with point scor¬ 
ing, and Wes Craven’s 
direction all too often 
cruises along, leaving 
the film to be one you

Sarah felt that the 
venture was going real¬ 
ly well and a big attrac¬ 
tion is the recycled 
clothes on the Sliced 
Bread stall, which 
Sophie Creed of Treoes 
restyles. 

Sophie creates one- 
off items using various 
materials imaginatively 
to create totally unique 
pieces. 

“It’s a new twist on 
vintage,” explained 
Sophie. “I rework 
clothes by adding in 
something here and 
something there. No 
two garments will ever 
be the same.” 

Sophie goes to car 
boot sales and charity 
shops to find the basic 
garments and also the 
materials she needs - 
which could range from 
old table cloths and cur¬ 
tains to sheets. 

The centre is also the 
base for a successful 
knitting club each 
Monday afternoon, 
where knitters - and 
non knitters - are wel¬ 
come to enjoy a cup of 
tea and a natter. 

This is run by Sue 
Mayo, who has a wool 
stall in the market, 
where she sells hand 
dyed yams and her own 
ceramic buttons, which 
she designs herself and 
has specially made. 

Sue loves knitting 
and is always willing to 
give help and advice to 
people just learning the 
skill. 

“I started knitting 


when I was a little girl 
because we had an old 
lady living nearby who 
used to knit for a liv¬ 
ing,” she explained. 
“She started me off and 
used to give me bits of 
wool and other materi¬ 
als. I have knitted ever 
since.” 

She said that knitting 
was now back in a big 
way, with people get¬ 
ting together to knit all 
over the country. 

The centre also offers 
plants, hanging baskets 
and planters and this is 
the domain of Cath 
Jones, who has given up 
her teaching job to turn 
her hobby into her 
livelihood. 

She and her husband 
use their garden and an 
allotment to grow plants 
and Cath will be selling 
vegetable plants in pots 
shortly, as so many peo¬ 
ple find it difficult to 
grow from seed. 

The plants make an 
attractive entrance into 
the centre and also give 
possible customers a 
chance to see what’s on 
offer. 

In fact, many of the 
shops have plants on 
sale at the moment and 
they make the town 
very attractive and 
colourful. 

Recycling clothes 
and other items is also a 
big theme for the chari¬ 
ty shops in the town. 
They are urging people 
to have a clear-out of 
their wardrobes and 
cupboards as part of a 
spring clean. 

Theresa Seldon of 


the Red Cross shop in 
Penny Lane, reported 
that people were com¬ 
ing in looking for a new 
outfit for Easter, and 
new stock was arriving 
all the time. 

“People need to keep 
looking as we have new 
stuff every day. We 
have a mix of new cus¬ 
tomers and our regu¬ 
lars.” 

The shop does get 
vintage clothes, but it 
does not have a separate 
section for this and puts 
everything onto the 
rails, so customers have 
to have a good look 
through. 

“I know that this is 
very popular but we are 
too small to operate a 
separate section,” she 
said. 

Lois Boutique, 
owned by Sue Marshall, 
has moved into the for¬ 
mer Sanders shoe shop, 
which gives it lots more 
room. The old boutique 
is now a shoe shop - 
which helps retain 
choice for shoe shop¬ 


pers in town. 

Ceri Staziker of St 
Nicholas, was in there 
looking for a pair of 
black sandals and was 
accompanied by her 
six-year-old daughter 
Gwennan and her moth¬ 
er Janice Webber, who 
lives in Cwmavon but is 
moving to the area 
shortly. 

“I love shopping in 
Cowbridge,” she 
remarked. “It’s got a 
wonderful atmosphere 
and it’s very friendly. I 
am fed up with towns 
which are nothing but 
pound shops and multi¬ 
ples. Here, the shops 
are nearly all locally 
owned.” 

Dawn Payne is one 
of the women who 
work in the shoe shop 
and she said that it was 
a big hit with cus¬ 
tomers, increasing the 
choice for people. 

Barbara Davies 
works in the boutique 
and said that the new 
premises gave them a 
lot more room, meaning 


they could carry more 
stock and offer greater 
choice to customers. 

“The customers have 
been very supportive of 
the move,” she said. 
“We also have new peo¬ 
ple coming in all the 
time,” she said and 
added that many people 
had already bought new 
fashions for the spring, 
though new stock is 
arriving all the time so 
there is still plenty of 
choice. 

Sport now pays a big 
part in the life of the 
country - whatever the 
season.
